Coronor’s Verdict Says That Anna 
Williams Expired of Pneu- 
monia 


AUTOPSY WAS HELD FIRST 


Witnesses Testify That Young Girl 
eee She Had Not 
Tried to Die 


According to the verdict rendered by the 
foroner’s jury, after a post mortem ex- 
amination and an examination of several 
witnesses, Anna Williams, artists’ model, 
@id not die as the result of an attempt at 
suicide, but from pneumonia. 

The inquest was held Friday morning. 
When. various witnesses had failed to give 
any testimony directly supporting the the- 
ory of suicide, a post mortem examination 

of the young woman’s body was made. It 
gas ahnounced, as the result of the in- 
vestigation, that there was no 
trace of morphine poisoning, but that death 
was due to acute congestion and edema 

the lungs. The verdict of the coroner's 

ury was in accordance with the findings’ 
the physician who conducted the post 
ortem.

St. Louis milk wagon drivers have filed 


formai protest against delivering milk. be- 
fore 7 o'clock in the winter time, or 5 
o’élock in the summer time. 

They have organized a union, 30 strong, 
an including, so they say, all but 30 or #0 
of the drivers for the: large companies, 
which supply, fully two-thirds of the milk 
supply of the city, and have presented their 
demands for a later start On their delivery 
routes 
‘The demands were presented-Dec. 1. The 
dairymen have until Dec. 10 to grant them. 
If they fail to do so,:the drivers declare 
they will strike on the morning of .Dec. 11, 
and will see that no milk is delivered. 

They claim the support of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Teamsters, with 
which Milk Drivers’ Union No. 570 is al- 
lied, and. say that if necessary they will 
tie up every gallon of milk brought into 
St.-Louis by railroad, and every gallon 
Started for the city from the adjoining 
dairy . farms. 

The dairymen, who are organized under 
the name. of the St. Louis Dairymen’s 
Club and meet in the Imperial building, 
are considering the demands presented by 
their drivers. They have taken no formal 
action, but it is understood that four of 
the dairymen ‘have signed the contract 
with their drivers. 

The big companies: involved are Grafe- 
man, the St. Louis, Union, Western, 
Keyes, Carlyle and Pevely companies. The 
union men state tnat of the 400 drivers em- 
ployed by the companies, less than 60 
have refused to join the organization. 
These men, it is asserted, are all in the 
employ of the Grafeman, St. Louls and 
Union companies. 


Must. Buy Milk 
, the Day Before 
This is the essential clause of the de- 


stable in the morning and attending to 
the regular route assigned to them, are 
entitied to a full day’s pay.

SALSBURY'S TALE

Each indictment covers one alleged forged 
deed. One charges that on Jan. 1, 1896, Biair 
forged a deed of trust, purporting to be 
that of John Dwyer and his wife, Eiiza- 
beth, by which they conveyed to the St. 

uis Trust Cu. a fot 42 feet 6 inches by 
68 feet 3% inches, with a building on it, at 
Seventh and Pine streets, as security for 
the payment of notes given by them to 
Otto L. Mersman for a loan of $60,000. 

The name of John M. Donovan appears 
on the paper as the notary public who took 
the acknowledgment of the deed. The seal 
of the recorder of deeds, dated July 17, 
1895, also appears. 

The other indictment is similar. It allege 
that Bigir forged a deed for $12,000 Oct. 
1, 1897. This deed purports to have been 
drawn by Michael O’Laughlin and his wife, 
Johanna, in favor of Louis A. Lohmeyer 
as security of notes aggregating $12,000, 
with interest for three years. Jouis H. 
Wistman appears as party of the third part 
in the instrument. 

The propeiiy covered by the deed is de- 
scribed as a nouse and lot at Fourteenth 
and Spruce streets, the lot facing 50 feet on

NEW YORK, Dec. 4—Cotton, coffee and 
stocks have been on the rampage three 
days, especially cotton. 
Seldom in thé history of the cotton ex- 


change here has as much excitement pre- 
/vailed as that which followed the publica- 
tion of the government's report. As usual, 
thére are many stories of leaks in the ag- 
riculture department, but these rumors are 
hotly denied at Washington. 

Cotton shorts are in a panic and the bull 
pool, headed by D. J. Sully, has been able 
to fix its own terms of settlement with the 
demoralized ‘bears. December cotton has 
jumped up 71 points, selling at 12.32 cents 
@ pound, or over $00 a bale, an advance of 
$3.85 a bale. February cotton has advanced 
69 points, or $3.45 a bale, while August, on 
heavy transactions, sold up 74 points, or 
$3.70 a bale. 

Sales at these figures are estimated at 
2,000,000 bales, this being the largest. busi- 
ness for any single day on record. 

The cause of the bear panic is the gov- 
ernment crop report whith estimates that 
the cotton crop will yield only 9,962,089 
bales, or at least 600,000 bales short of the 
private estimates on the floor of the Cotton 
Exchange. As a matter of fact, only one 
private estimate in uty way approaches 
the low estimate of the government, and

REVIEW OF MERCANTILE TRADE 


‘Traditional Enemies Are Going to 


Manufacturers Continue . Retrench- 
ment Policy and by Jan. 1 Wages 
of 500,000 Will Be Reduced 


NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—Special telegrams 
from correspondents of the International 
Mercantile Agency throughout the United 
States and Canada are summar:.zed as fol- 
lows: 

The week is characterized by further 
siackening industrially, by a wholesale and 


retail Christmas demand which promises to 
expand the volume of holiday trade beyond 
that of last year; by an increase in the in- 
vagstment demand for securities; by the ap- 
prec.ation that money will begin to flow 
castward by Jan. 1; and by the spreading 
action on which manufacturers look to a 
reduction of the costs of production. 

Wages of 200,000 industrial employes have 
been reduced 10 per cent more and prepara- 
tions are making to effect a similar reduc- 
tion with respect to 3v0,000 others in various 
lines on or about Jan. 1. At Philadelphia 
cotton and woolen mills are running at 
about half capacity. Peterson's silk year 
has not met exvectations. Some eastern 
shoe factories have turned out less of 
late. Window glass factories compiain of 
importations. Paper mills have shut down 
to offset over-production in some cases, 
but in the pottery industry the year has 
been fayorable and thé like is true. with 
respect tv coal and fertilizers, while the 
copper, lumber and jewelry industries re- 
port full average outputs. A striking fea- 
ture is the starting up from day to day of 
establishments which had shut down from 
various causes and the increasing number 
of smail orders for iron and steel. Cereals 
and provisions were weak. 

Woolen goods sales have been extended 
less than expected. At Philadelphia the 
vo.ume of dry goods trade for the season 
is ter than last year. Louisville reports 
a heavy ga'n in bank clearings. In cotton 
sections of the Mississippi vali fone trade and 
collections are good. Both at Chicago and 
San Francisco there is large advanced buy- 
ing for the holiday season. 

In the Dorcinion of Canada colder weather 
and suow faii have siimulated trade in 
heavy goods. This has broken retail. stocks 
liye additional orders are going forward 
reely. 

Agricultura! implement makers are work- 
ing to full capacity. Lumber trade is fa a 
healthful condition. Grain receipts are 
increasing and the trade outlook for the 
rema'‘nder of the year is good.
